New York Produce Exchange. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28,—Forgerl mort- 


gages amounting to over $175,000 are re- 
ported to have been discovered by the 
trustees of the Gratuity Fund of the 
Produce Exchange. No names are men- 
tioned in connection with the forgeries, 
but it is stated tliat Attorney Foster of 
tha fund has not boon seen since Tuss- 
day. There is great excitement among 
the members of the exchange, and they 
are anxiously awaiting tho outcome of 
the meeting of tha trustees now iu ses- 
sion. It is stated by members of tho 
Produce Exchange that Plnkerton de- 
tectives huvo been employed to hunt up 
Attorney Foster and procure his arrest 
in connection with the bogus mortgages. 
Reports of heavy losses by means of 
bogus mortgages to the funds of the 
Coffee Exchange are also in circulation. 


Will Not Lose a Dollar.

reputation, no Imtl hahitb being attributed 
to him by his friends. 
He lived some- 


what expensively, but as his law firm, 
Foster & W mitwortli, did a good business, 
his income was supposed to bo sufficient 
to legitimately account for his style of 
life. His partners lire in no way con^ 
nected with Ms fraudulent transactions, 
his position as counsel to tho exchange 
being in an individual capacity. 


Mr. Foster is a brolher of Jamas P. 


Foster, the well-known politician. Hia 
exposure is duo to tlio examination of 
securities by the nmrKigcr.s of the fund, 
who had been alarnie 1 by tho revelations 
in the Bedell case. 
They told Foster that 


as a matter of form they uished to scru- 
tinize tho securities, and he agreed that 
it was a wise nifnisure. He promised to 
join them in tho examination the next 
day, but has not been seen since. 
In the 


conversation ho took occasion to remark 
that he could not see how a man of Be- 
dell's intelligence could engage in such 
foolish fraudB. 
Tim mortgages known to 


be bogus are thirteen in number. The 
question of responsibility for the loss is 
a mooted one.
